Specifically, you contend that exemption of any files responsive to your original 
request under 5 U.S.C 552(B)(7)(A) is inappropriate. After a review of the circumstances 
surrounding your request and subsequent appeal, the Secret Service agrees that (7)(A) is 
no longer applicable to all of the records that you seek. Therefore, your request is being 
returned to the FOI/PA office for further processing and direct response to you.
